Keep Looking Up!"

During the last few days of 
April and the first few of May, we 
have truly one of the most spec- 
tacular sights that one can observe 
in our solar system: five planets 
close together in the night sky. 

lo locate them simply 
find a nice spot to observe the 
sunsetduringthistimeperiod. Since 
the planets all go around the sun in 
a plane called the ecliptic when we 
view them from Earth, they will be 
in a straight line. This plane runs 
through the 12 familiar constella- 
tions that we call the zodiac. As 
twilight starts, draw an imaginary 



line from the point on the horizon 
where the sun set with a slightly 
southern tilt from vertical. Thefive 
planets will slowly start appearing 
on this line as the sky gets darker, 
with Jupiter and Venus first 

The very bright Jupiter will 
be the top planet and will be about 
halfway from the horizon to the 
very top of the sky. It is in the 
bottom of the constellation Gemini 
and you will find two fairly bright 
stars about Jupiter. Next along the 
ecliptic is Saturn, with the red planet 
Mars just a few degrees below it. 
Venus, equally as bright as Jupiter, 



Planet 
Extravaganza 

is next and is located to the right of 
the V-shape of Taurus. Below 
Venus and the V of Taurus is the 
fairly dim planet Mercury. 

Jupiter and Saturn will re- 
main basically in the same position 
since their orbits are so large, but it 
will be fun to watch the other three 
move. By May 10, Venus and 
Mars will be almost together and 
will be slightly above Saturn with 
Mercury below Saturn. 

Keep looking up and 
catch this spectacular event for 
it will be another 38 years be- 
fore it happens again, according 
to a neat article in the May issue 
of Discover magazine.

On Friday, April 5. Middle Geor- 
gia Community College defeated Shel- 
ton State 6-5. On Saturday. April 6, the 
teams split a doubleheader with Shelton 
State winning the opener 11-8, before 
falling 6-5 in the nightcap. 

The Shelton State Buccaneers had 
back-to-back strong pitching perfor- 
mances to sweep a doubleheader from 
the Gadsden State Cardinals 4-2 and 1- 
Tuesday. April 9. Ryan Beagle pitched 
6 1/3 innings for the opening-game vic- 
tory, allowing five hits, two walks and 
striking out six. Brian Hunter suffered 




the loss. Bruce Sprowl, Jody Colvin and 
Beagle each had two hits for the Bucca- 
neers. 

In the second game, Taylor 
Ponpious pitched six innings for the vic- 
tory, allowing one hit, two walks and 
striking out two. Austin Tubbs pitched 
the final inning for the save. 

The Bucs relied on strong pitching 
as they took a doubleheader from Bevill- 
Sumiton on Saturday, April 13. 

Shelton won the first game 8-1 and 
completed the sweep with a 9-2 win. 

John Taylor (6-0) won the 
first game as he pitched six 
innings, giving up four hits and 
one run, while striking out six. 
In the second game, Brett 
Sullivan (5-0) pitched six in- 
nings giving up six hits and 
two runs with six strikeouts. 

Bevill-Sumiton scored 
two runs to cut the lead to 4-2 
before Brett Davis doubled in 
the sixth inning and scored on 
a Nick Richardson sacrifice fly. 
The Buccaneers secured

Sprowl hit a two-RBI single, and 
later scored on a passed ball, and 
Richardson singled in the final run of the 
game. 

Shelton State (25-12) played Jeff 
State Tuesday, April 16, with a win in the 
first game 4-0. Ace pitcher Ryan Beagle 
opened up with a great pitching series, 
striking out the lead off batter, grounding 
out the second and ended the inning with 
another strikeout. 

"We have seen each other before, 
it's like you're a Major League team 
when you face the same team numerous 
times" said head coach Bobby Sprowl. "I 
thought it was going to be a low scoring 
game, both teams played good defense." 
M We made the best pitches and got some 
good swings at the plate." Shelton State 
now has a six game lead in the division 
over Jeff State. 

With just 13 games left to play in 
eight days, the Bucs are looking strong 
for the playoffs and more than likely have 
to face Jeff State one more time.

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Shelton provides theatrical boot camp — and advanced training

Shelton Fine Arts Centre and the 
Bean-Brown Theatre has been in opera- 
tion for only four years. In that short 
time the theatre, which seats 444, has 
become recognized as one of the most 
attraclive and functional facilities in 
Alabama. 

Besides being a first-class facility 
on its own, Shelton's program has be- 
come somewhat of a farm team for the 
University of Alabama. Slated for May 
graduation in theatre from the Univer- 
sity of Alabama, 23 year-old Eric Curtis 
was one of the first students at Shelton 
State to be involved in the theatre depart- 
ment. His story is emblematic of the role 
Shelton has come to assume in the the- 
atre world of the area and state. 

Many students enrolled in a two- 
year junior college or four-year univer- 
auy experiences an educational down- 
fall once in a while. Shelton State alum- 
nus Eric Curtis experienced a drop in his 
grade point average in the spring semes- 
ter of 1998 while attending the Univer- 
sity of Alabama. 

Curtis wanted to enroll in the the- 
atre department at the University of Ala- 



bama but his grades wouldn't let him 
pursue that avenue. In the fall semester 
of 1998 Curtis transferred to Shelton 
State Community College to take a few 
core classes to bring up his GPA. The 
Director of Shelton's Dance Department, 
Louise Crofton was Curtis's advisor. "I 
wanted to take biology, but she tal ked me 
into taking an acting techniques class," 
remembers Curtis. 

The Bean-Brown Theatre, in the 
Tuscaloosa Fine Arts Centre on the Shel- 
ton State campus, opened the same se- 
mester of Curtis's enrollment. "It was 
totally by chance " said Curtis. Shelton's 
theatre department enabled him to meet a 
variety of new people, learn acting skills 
with a smaller group, and surround him- 
self in a less pressured environment. 'The 
theatre department at Alabama is an ac- 
celerated process," explains Curtis. 
Growing together with a smaller group of 
people at Shelton gave Curtis the 
assertiveness that he needed to expand 
his dreams of acting. 

The first acting role that Curtis was 
involved in was the production of Our 
Town, playing the part of Editor Webb. 
Shelton State's Department of Theatre 
instructor Michael Carrdirected the play.

In the fall season of 1999 he played the 
part of John Proctor in, The Crucible, his 
first major role. In the summer of 1999 
Theatre Tuscaloosa' s production of Annie 
Get Your Gun, he held the title of stage 
manager. 

His involvement with other pro- 
ductions gave him the chance to work 
with Theatre Tuscaloosa's executive di- 
rector, Paul K. Looney; Technical Direc- 
tor, Charlie Dennis; Managing Director, 
Doug Perry; and Shelton State's Michael 
Carr.

attendance requirement 

The Alabama State Board of Educa- 
tion recently approved a policy to remove 
the authorization of assigning a grade of 
T" for lack of attendance as a course 
grade. 

Academic Dean Camille Cochrane 
issued a memo to the college faculty indi- 
cating that the policy must be followed. 
"So that we are in compliance with board 
action, the College will adopt this policy 
effective immediately. Therefore, any 
grade of *F or 'WF' earned by a student 
must be based on performance and not 
number of absences." 



Shelton gets more federal grant money for more students 



Shelton State recently received 
word from the Department of Education 
that the college will receive a substantial 
funding increase in the amount of money 
allotted for its Federal Work Study pro- 
gram (FWS) and its Supplement Educa- 
tional Opportunity Grant (SEOG). 

The amount of money received for 
the SEOG increased 35% over what was 
received during the 2001-02 year. Shel- 
ton State received $125,177 in 2001-02 
and will receive $150,000 in 2002-03 
for the SEOG program. In 2001-02 



Shelton received $148,272 from the 
federal government as part of its Fed- 
eral Work Study program. Next year 
the college will receive $200,000 for 
this program, 

"Colleges must apply each year 
for the money that is allotted to them 
for these programs." said Shelton Presi- 
dent Rick Rogers. 'The more people 
who apply for Pell Grants, the greater 
the increase in funding. This large 
funding increase is due directly to 
Shelton's large enrollment increase."
